W ash ington, March 3.—Th e details 
of th e personnel ot th e great military 
and civic pageant wh ich is to be th e 
crowning feature ot th e ceremonies of 
President Roosevelt's inauguration on 
March 4, are given in “General Orders 
Na. 5” of th e grand marsh al made pub­ 
lic today by th e inaugural committee. 
It gives th e order of th e parade, its 
organization, movement and dismissal 
and sh ows all of th e m ilitary and civic 
bodies wh ich are to participate as well 
as th e position wh ich th ey will occupy . 
It is estimated 
th at approx imately 
30,000 men will be in line. 
Th e parade ceremonies of th e day 
are: 
Escort of th e president from th e 
W h ite House to th e capitol at 9 :30 
a. m. 
: 
Afternoon assembly of th e military 
and civic grand divisions. 
Escort (ft th e president from th e cap­ 
itol to th e Wh ite House at th e conclu­ 
sion of h is inaugural address, at about 
1:20 o’clock p. m. 
Review of th e military and civic 
grand divisions by th e president from 
th e letter's stand in front of th e Wh ite 
House at 2:45 p. m 
Th e pri ddent, accompanied by h is 
personal escort, composed of Squadron 
A, N. G. N. Y.. and a detach ment of 
th e late First United StateB Volunteer 
caValry , will be escorted at 10 a. m. 
from th e Wh ite House to th e capitol 
by th e grand marah al and stafT and a 
division composed of veterans of th e 
Civil and Spanish -American wars and 
of th e regular army and navy of th e 
United States, commanded by Major 
General Oliver O. Howard. U. S. A. 
Th e president will be received by h is 
personal and veteran escort as h e 
comes out of th e west gate of th e 
W h ite House and immediately th ere­ 
after Squadron A will form column of 
platoons to th e left and, preceded by 
th e grand marsh al, h is staff and aides, 
will march to th e capitol. th e detach ­ 
ment First United Ftates Volunteer 
cavalry rem aining in line until th eir 
front is cleared by th e presidential par­ 
ty in 
carriages, will dispose th em 
selves equally on both sides of th ese 
carriages at five y ards distance. Aides 
specially detailed *rom th e staff of th e 
grand marsh al ■will be posted along 
th e line cf march , wh ose duty it will 
be to see th at th e column is kept 
closed and moving. 
At th e conclusion of h is inaugural 
address th e president will be recetved 
at th e speaker's stand by th e First 
brigade First division military grand 
division, and th e column will immedi­ 
ately move.

In each div­ 
ision th e band of th e leading regiment 
will begin play ing at First street west, 
of th e nex t regiment at Second street 
west, of th e th ird regiment at Th ird 
street west, and so on in succession to 
Six th street west, th e object being to 
distribute uniformly along th e avenue 
th e music of th e bands and drum 
corps.

Among legislators to pu sh throu gh, in 
the last day s of the session, bills in 
which they are particu larly interested 
and which u ndou btedly wou ld fail to 
receiv e as mu ch as a hearing withou t 
special pressu re being brou ght to bear. 
He seems to hav e a few measu res 
for which he wou ld like a clear field 
and he has taken adv antage of the 
opportu nity which his office affords 
to su ggest to Speaker Cantwell those 
bills which, he believ es, shou ld re­ 
ceiv e attention ov er the rest. 
The 
speaker receiv ed from the gov ernor 
W ednesday a list of the measu re« * 
which the latter wou ld like to see 
acted u pon before the session closes. 
The gov ernor shares the opinion of the 
great m ajority of the legislators that 
a few hu ndred bill mu st die with the 
session. 
Bu t he does not want to 
see im portant legislativ e m atters die 
for want of attention du ring the clos­ 
ing day s. 
Hence his su ggestions to 
the speaker. 
Under Speaker Cant­ 
well’s ru ling all bills mu st be handed 
down for passage in regu lar order. 
Nu merou s req u ests hav e been made 
of him du ring the last week to adv ance 
bills bu t he has refu sed. 
Those who 
hav e been tu rned down are wondering 
how the bills that the gov ernor is in­ 
terested in can receiv e consideration 
u nless the speaker waiv es his ru ling 
and hands them down, ou t of their reg­ 
u lar order, for passage. 


Friends of Representativ e Gu irl in 
the Fifth congressional district are 
working q u ietly , starting a congres­ 
sional boom for him. 
Shou ld one of 
su fficient size dev elop to warrant an 
annou ncement of his candidacy , it is 
u nderstood that Gu irl wou ld not re­ 
fu se to enter the race. Since the pres­ 
ent session opened Gu irl has receiv ed 
hu ndreds 
of letters 
from 
different 
parts of the Fifth u rging him to be a 
candidate for the Repu blican congres- j 
sional nomination. 
Shou ld he enter 
the race he wou ld oppose Congress-! 
man Holliday , the present incu mbent. 


Ev idently thorou ghly frightened by 
the fact that a few hu ndred bills will 
die with the end of the session—cast 
aside for lack of time to consider them 
—many legislators are making frantic 
efforts to hu rry action on bills in 
which they are particu larly interested. 
Speaker Cantwell Is the target. 
On 
his desk are fu lly 150 bills, which, 
according tc his recent ru ling, mu st, 
be handed down in order. 
Efforts on 
the part of many representativ es to 
hav e the more important bills ad­ 
v anced hav e been u nav ailing. 


It seems certain that the present 
session will be produ ctiv e of some sort 
of au tomobile legislation. 
Unable to 
agree as to the prov isions of a su it­ 
able bill a conference committee com­ 
posed of two members from each 
hou se, has arriv ed at compromises 
and will ask their respectiv e branches 
to accept them. The bill, as now draft­ 
ed. prov ides for a speed 
limit 
of 
eight miles an hou r within town and 
city limits. 
The max imu m fine for 
v iolations is $50. 


Indianapolis, March 3.—By a v ote of 
58 to 36 the hou se passed the codifica­ 
tion commission bill on cities and 
towns y esterday afternoon, and this 
morning it went back to the senate for 
concu rrence In the amendments which 
were made to it after it had passed 
the senate. The senate will concu r, it 
is generally believ ed, and the gov ernor 
will sign the measu re, and what is ad­ 
mitted to be one of the most important 
m atters of legislation in many y ears 
will hav e been enacted into law. 
The cities and towns bill is a codi­ 
fication of all ex isting law's on the 
statu te books relating to mu nicipal 
corporations. 
In the m atter of the 
term s of mu nicipal officeholders it 
prov ides that all mu nicipal officials 
now In office shall serv e ou t the fu ll 
term s for which they were originally 
elected and that all cities and towns 
in the state shall elect new officials 
nex t Nov ember, to serv e from the time 
of the ex piration of the terras of the 
present officeholders u ntil the first 
Monday in Janu ary . 1910. In the case 
of Indianapolis, Ev ansv ille and Fort 
Way ne—cities u nder special charters 
—the term s of the present officials will 
be ex tended sev eral months by the 
act; and similar ex tensions will be en­ 
joy ed 
by 
officers 
of 
incorporated 
towns. Bu t the bill preclu des the pos­ 
sibility of a general ex tension of the 
term s of all mu nicipal officials u ntil 
Jan. 1, 19 08 . as was prov ided In the 
bill as it passed the senate. 
It was ov er the q u estion of ex tension 
that a big fight dev eloped in the hou se 
W ednesday when the bill came u p for 
second reading and amendment. 
By 
an ov erwhelming v ote the section pro­ 
v iding for ex tension was stricken ou t. 
Mu nicipal officers who came from all 
parts of the state and lobbied for the 
ex tension of their own term s had gone 
back to their homes y esterday when 
the bill came u p for passage, and in- 
teru rban lobby ists who had swarmed 
the lobbies and corridors of Jthe hou se 
were absent. The v ote on the bill was 
the occasion for only a short debate 
on minor details. In the bill as passed 
the present metropolitan police law is 
left intact and the gov ernor will ap­ 
point boards of metropolitan police 
commissioners as in the past. 
m 
The Gu irl anti-tru st bill, bitterly at­ 
tacked by Indiana m anu factu rers as 
well as m erchants and laboring inter 
ests. was killed In the senate, only 
fou rteen senators v oting for it and 
twenty -sev en against it. 
The bill was 
u nable to weather the acrid criticism s 
that were made against it by the sen­ 
ate leaders. 
It was charged that the 
bill wou ld not fu lfill Its mission—to 
cu rtail the operations of the bridge 
tru st and the Standard Oil company — 
bu t wou ld be harmfu l to hu ndreds of 
m anu factu rers throu ghou t the state 
whom the au thors of the bill had not 
intended to inju re, 
it was asserted by 
opponents of the measu re that the 
United States Steel company wou ld 
take a nu mber of its mills ou t of the 
state if the bill became a law 
This 
seemed to frighten many senators into 
v oting against it. 
Priv ate cankers receiv ed a setback 
y esterday when the hou se passed the 
priv ate banking bill to third reading 
withou t any amendments. 
A strong 
lobby of priv ate bankers was present 
u rging triv ial amendments, and it be­ 
came known that their real intent in 
fav oring tne amendments was to force 
it back u pon the senate for concu r­ 
rence in tne hou se amendments. This 
wou ld delay m atters and wou ld prob­ 
ably cau se the defeat of the bill, for it 
was known that the senate wou ld 
likely not concu r in any hou se amend­ 
ments. 
The bill is ex pected to come 
u p for passage tomorrow. 
The gov ernor has signed the new 
legislativ e apportionment bill which 
redistricts the state. 
The most radi­ 
cal changes are in senatorial districts 
in the sou thern part c* the state. 
Un­ 
der the act the Democrats will lose 
one senator. 
Senator M llbu rns dis 
trict, Ilav iess and Du bois, is aboii^Rcd. 
Dav iess being placed in a district 
with Pike and Du bois in a district 
with Crawford and Perry .
